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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that prior art does not teach the 
calculation of retail price. However, Schroeder discloses providing a computerized sales lift model; providing a base volume estimate for 
the product as input for use with the computerized sales lift model; identifying a plurality of proposed promotions for the product, wherein 
retail price information for the product is specified for each promotion, it is here where examiner interprets Schroeder as showing 
"calculating in the controller a retail price based on information provided by the promotion and price computation model". Applicant argues 
that Schroeder discusses the prediction of costs incurred by the retailer in executing the promotion, and these predicted costs are not 
analogous to applicant's claimed "retail price". However, although true that Schroeder discloses the estimation of manufacturer profit, the 
retail price for the promotion is shown to be calculated prior to this estimation. Applicant further argues that nothing in Failing, Jr suggests 
that calculation of a retail price. However, Failing, Jr is directed to electronic price display for use in a retail store as shown in claim 1 of 
Failing, Jr, and would therefore be obvious to calculate a retail price, if the retail prices are being displayed. Applicant further argues that 
Werner does not disclose retail price. However, Werner discloses the scheduling and presentation of promotional data, and therefore 
relates to both the Schroeder and Failing, Jr references. Finally, applicant argues that Tiecher does nto disclose a manufacturer system, 
but instead, shows a sales promotion data processor system in which a merchant communicates with a store computer system through a 
merchant interface. However, it is obvious that the merchant of Tiecher can be interpreted as the manufacturer of the claimed invention, 
since the merchant is responsible for using manufacturer sales data to determne price, as shown in col 5, lines 39-43, ""BASIC PRICE" is 
the price charged for the respective item if its price is not to be reduced; it is determined separately by the merchant, and may include 
preliminary price reduction, for instance, under seasonal or manufacturer-promoted Sales" 
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
